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GOOD TEACHERS EARN GOOD PAY 

As this column has herein before indicated, The Jeffersonian 
believes that the Jefferson County teachers should be paid more 
money. Not having been paid too much, even before the 
decline in dollar value, their buying power has obviously been 
reduced considerably. That is a simple problem of economics. 

Aside from the fact that they are entitled to more money 
as a result of the shrinkage of the dollar, good teachers have 
probably always been underpaid, comparatively speaking. 
Although conceding that, in a measure, they have been driven 
to it, we frankly dislike to see the teaching profession becoming 
involved with present-day organized labor. In the first place, it 
is the labor leaders of this country that are primarily responsible 
for the reduction of the American dollar. While not entirely 
responsible, they were the prime movers, with the sanction of 
the federal government, in the process of price raising. And 
the extent to which they are willing to go in continuing that 
process is indicated by the recent machinations and defiant 
tactics of John L. Lewis. 

We referred above to GOOD teachers. And if there is any 
profession in particular wherein quality should be sought out 
and recognized, it certainly appears to be that of the teachers'.

Mora Pay and Freedom Asked 
These Days. 

WASHINGTON. - Any moment 
now teachers may be allowed to set 
like human beings. 

That's the prediction— and the hope 
-of Dr. Francis Brown, executive 
secretary of the President's Com- 
mission on Higher Education. 

Dr. Brown said that two develop- 
ments may come from the teacher 

They ire better pa; 
freedom for teachers. 

There are 127.000 teachers, most- 
ly In one-room schools, who make 
$700 or less a year. Even counting 
In the city aristocrats, the sversge 
teacher's salary Is but $1,900 a year. 

As for behavior. Brown says al- 
most every community has a double 
standard. One Is for the way teach- 
er must behave, in and out of the 
classroom. The other is tor regu- 
lar people. 

"As an example," he said, "In how 
many communities can a teacher 
smoke? Or have a sociable drink? 

"I'm not condon _ 
liquor. But I'm pointing out a 
double standard does exist— and It 
shouldn't. Teachers should be al- 
lowed to act like other people." 

Brown believes that If teachers 
don't get more paj 
the shortages will get shorter. 

Half of those going to teachers' 
colleges today don't intend ' 
And in another three or four yean, 
the war's bumper baby crop will be 
starting to school. 

Brown explained that while he 
thinks teachers should be given 
more freedom, they shouldn t run 
wild. 

"After all. teachers are setting an 
example for students," he said.

To effect a striking Improvement 
In the appearance of a house, 

small expense, no better way 

be found than to decorate it with 
window boxes full of flowers. 

In congested city locations no less 
than In garden suburbs, window 
boxes can be used to grow beauti- 
ful flowers, and when they are 
planned to harmonize with the 
house, and accent its good points, 
they will delight the owners as well 
as all who pass. 

Think of them as a decoration of 
the house; make them of a suitable 
size and a color to match the house 
color or trim. The flowers should 
be chosen to furnish a contrasting, 
yet harmonious color accent There 
is a wealth of suitable varieties 
from which to choose. 

Construction of the boxes is sim- 
ple and can be done this winter. 
The diajram which accompanies 
this article shows how to build 
them. For a standard single win- 
dow, a box 3tt feet long, 8 Inches 
deep and 10 Inches wide is a good 
size. But measure your windows 
and make boxes to fit. Where larg- 
er, or multiple, windows demand 
greater length, the other dimensions 
must be larger in proportion, or 
single boxes may be provided for 
each window in a group. .

For the annual flowers, full Bun 
Is best; at least six hours of sun a 
day is necessary. The best subjects 
are those of dwarf or trailing \v,\b\\, 
the latter dropping festoons of 
bloom from the boxes. Petunias of 
the balcony type are excellent, as 
are the tall nasturtiums, the giant 
morning glories. Dwarf petunias, 
marigolds, ageratum, calliopsis, an- 
nual pinks, lobelia, dwarf morning 
glories, phlox, and zinnias can be 
grown. Petunias have a great ad- 
vantage in the fact that faded flow- 
ers need not be picked off before 
they make seed; since only a small 
proportion are pollinated and the 
production of flowers continues. 
Other annuals must have theirJUow- 
crs removed, to keep others form- 
ing. 

Boxes which spend most of the 
day In shade offer a special prob- 
lem. If the shade is that of a build- 
ing, perhaps only foliage plants can 
be grown such as ferns, fancy 
leaved caladiums, crotons, rubber 
lants and other florists' subjects. 
If there is some sun, begonias 
ill probably do weU. Impatiens,
